Planning a New 
Pattern of Life 
In Jewish State 


By MICHAEL DAVIDSON 


If the plans of Israel's political 
economists work cut, the Jewish 
State, once peace returns, will be- 
come the most “liberal” country 
in the world, It will be a “Switzer- 
land” sianting towards the Left, 
a synthesis of German Socia| De- 
mocracy, British Liberal idealism 
and Jewish Biblical individualism. 

The Israelite planners do not 

foresee a dogmatically “Socialist” 
economy, with nationalizaign on 
principle; capitalist enterprise in 
commercially profitable indug- 
tries will operate freely along- 
side » jJargely Socialist agricul- 
ture and State or Trade Union 
owned non-profit-emaking indus- 
try, 
The country’s economy will be 
based on three main classes of 
production; agriculture, with the 
all-important citrus industry in 
the hands of private capital, and 
mixed farming, mainly collective; 
industries founded on local raw 
materials -chemica| products 
from the Dead Sea, citrus by-pro- 
ducts, plastics and other by- 
products of ofl; anc light indus- 
tries on the Swiss model—preci- 
sion instruments, electrical] ma- 
chinery, diamond polishing, for 
which raw materials can be 
brought in easily and cheaply

Israel’s primary capital asset 
is innate in its character—Jewish 
brains. Probabiy this tiny com- 
munity of seven hundred thou- 
sand people has a higher propor- 
tion of intelligence and creative 
initiative than can be found any- 
where, In some respects too high: 
the numbers in the liberal profes- 
sions are out of all proportion to 
present economic needs and had, 
before the present struggle, to 
depend largely on foreign clients 
which their quality brought them 
from the whole Middle East— 
many Arab leaders always came 
to Israel for medical treatment 

Today boys and girls are being 
discouraged from entering the 
professions, The emphasis in the 


schools is placed on a “back to 
the soil” philosophy, A “religion 
of labor” is being taught, Young 


people are jearning an enthusi- 
creative manual labor, 
while the intellectual needs of 
the collective farms and labor 
groups are supplied by visiting 
orchestras, theatres, lecturers, the 
establishment of libraries and 
every kind of cultura] activity 

This enthusiasm is a real factor 
Ask the boys in the Army what 
they will do after the war and 
they answer: “I should have liked 
to be an engineer but it will be 
finer to help build my country by 
working in a settlement.” Every- 
where there is this sense of a 
crusade, of a mystical mission,

Before the present struggle 19 
per cent of the gainfully occupied 
population was engaged in agri-

culture, as opposed to three per 
cent of the pre-war world popu- 
lation of Jewry, The planners sim 
to keep the figures at 20 per ceni, 
with 28 per cent in industry, the 
remainder being in the publie 
services and professions, 

In ten years’ time there will be 
two million Jews in this country 
—# million immigrants at the 
rate of 100,000 a year plus the 
natural increase of the present 
population of 700,000, The new 
entry means an annual addition 
of fifteen per cent to the popula- 
tion—which in England would 
amount to six million, In such a 
tiny area as Israel this presents 
an apparent problem. 

Its solution lies in what Israel's 
leading economist, David Horo- 
witz, now Director-General of the 
Finance Ministry, calis the “in- 
terchangeability of skill and capi- 
tal with space.” To make suffici- 
ently productive the restricted 
space here, intensively applied 
skill must be combined with ade- 
quate capital, The skill is here, 
the capital must be found,

The planners estimate that £250 
million of new capital are needed 
yearly—£500 million over ten 
years compared with £150 million 
which came in between 1919 and 
1945, In view of the present con- 
dition of European Jewry not 
much of this sum can be brought 
by the immigrants, While donated 
funds from abroad are not falling 
off, a balance will remain which 
it is hoped will be covered by 
loans either from the Interna- 
tional Bank or from the United 
States, The semi-official negoti- 
ations now going on are likely to 
be successful, it is understood 

There remains the embittering 
question of Palestine’s sterling 
credit frozen in England—a 
British act early this year of 
which the Jewish authorities were 
informed for the first time by 
the morning papers, The fate of 
this credit may well influence 
Israel's monetary policy amd af- 
fillations, At present the finan- 
cial authorities here are silent on 
the question, though it is known 
to be under discussion 

Once the vast burden of this 
war has been removed, Israel's 
planners believe. this country will 
win its next battle—the economic 
one. They believe this because 
they have the mighty weapon of 
Jewish skill and the dynamic of 
Jewish zeal, 

Economic victory will enable 
Israel's “new way of life” to 
flourish within the framework 
liberal Socialism quickened 
the impetus of capitalist enter- 
prise; a social experiment based 
on free choice of groups and in- 
dividuals to shape their destiny 
bv their own ingenuity and on 
their own responsipility,

Of more immediate concern are 
the actua] Communist rebellions 
raging in Burma, Malaya, Indo- 
China and Indonesia. This area 
is among the world’s treasure 
houses, and one upon which 
many countries place reliance for 
essential supplies 

From these rich coumtries come 
rubber, tin, sugar, rice, oil and 
other essentials in war and in 
peace. 

The western democracies need 
some of these supplies for mili- 
tary security, The rehabilitation 
of Burope and the Orient eal! for 


all these products available, In- 
deed, untold millions of peoples 
in the Far East are dependent 
on Burma and other great rice- 
growing areas for this “staff of 
life.” 


One of the objects of the wide- 
spread Communist offensive in 
the Orient apparently is not only 
to deprive the Western Allies of 
military supplies but to block ye- 
habilitation of countries being 
aided by the United States. 

The rebellion in Burma, which 
left the British Commonwealth 
only last January, was launched 
because the government refused 
to align itself solely with Rus- 
sia
